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VITAMIN A 
SYNTHETIC 
: BEING TESTED 


A new, synthetic vitamin A to 
meet dietary needs of range cattle 
is now being tested in Tulare 
county, with four experiments be- 


ing run under range conditions. 
Under supervision of Robert F. 


Miller, Tulare county farm advisor, 
trials are underway on the Bill 
Dennis ranch, Ducor; John Guthrie 
ranch, Porterville; the Jack Chris- 
man, ranch, Visalia and the Ralph 
Merhten ranch, Exeter. 

The new product is Vitamin A 
acetate, which is said to maintain 
its vitamin content much better 
than natural sources of vitamin A. 
The vitamin A acetate is being 
added to salt-cottonseed meal 
range supplements in amounts 
adequate to meet the daily require- 
ments of cattle. 

In addition, samples of the 
range mix are being tested period- 
ically for actual vitamin A con- 
tent as the feed mix is used; on 

. the basis of results of these tests 
and the actual performance of 
cattle involved in the tests, a basis 
will be established for future rec- 
ommendations on amounts of vita- 
min A acetate to add to range sup- 
plements. ; 

Animals suffering from lack: of 
vitamin A, according to Mr. Miller, 
show, symptoms of night blindness 
and reproductive difficulties; lack 
of vitamin A in range herd cows 
often results in abortion, espe- 
cially in first-calf heifers. 

Vitamin A naturally occurs in 
the form of carotene in green feed, 
yellow corn and good-quality hay, 
however, under natural range con- 
ditions, natural sources of vita- 
min A lose their potency as they 
are subjected to heat and air prior 
to the time they are consumed.

County Wheat Growers Vote Friday 


In Referendum on Marketing Program 


Wheat growers of Tulare county 
will join growers of the nation Fri- 
day in a national referendum to ac- 
cept or reject a proposed marketing 
quota for the 1955 season: 


Polling places for southern Tu- 
lare county will be the Ducor Wo- 
men’s clubhouse in Ducor and the 
Tea Pot Dome service station on 
highway 65 south of Porterville. 

Polls will be open from 9 a.m. 
until 7 p.m. A two-thirds vote 
of growers is necessary to continue 
the program that. provides for 
maximum price support and acre- 
age allotments. 


If the program is voted out, the 
law provides for a wheat support 
price level of 50 per cent of par- 
ity for farmers who stay within 
their acreage allotment. 

If the program is approved, far- 
mers who stay within their wheat 
acreage allotments and also com- 
ply with other established acre- 
age allotments on their farms, 
will be eligible for full price sup- 
port. If the program goes in, far- 


mers who do not: plant within 
their allotment are not eligible 
for price support and are subject 
to penalties when they market 
their wheat.

the feed may also be low in phos- 
phosphorous and and protein. 

Feeding of cottonseed meal as a 
supplement for range cattle is now 
a common practice to correct phos- 
phorous -and protein deficiency, 
and alfalfa meal is also fed be- 
cause of its vitamin A content. 

It is possible, however, that the 
new synthetic vitamim A may prove 
superior to natural forms since the 
synthetic holds its strength under 
range feeding conditions. 

Mr. Miller points out that feed- 
ing of range supplements has in- 
ereased rapidly in recent years.

CALIFORNIA 
LEMONS SHIPPED 


TO BRITISH ISLES ; 


The first shipment of California 
lemons to the British Isles in 14 


years is being loaded aboard ship, 


at Montreal, Canada, according to 
L. H. Wohlwend, general sales 
manager for Sunkist Growers. 
Other shipments will move from 
Los Angeles as soon as space is 
available. 

The export of California lemons 
to Britain has been possible under 
provisions of the Mutual Security 
act. Sunkist has made initial 
sales of 50,000 cartons and ex- 
pects that about 200,000 cartons 
will be sold to Britain this sum- 
mer. 

For many years prior to the war 
the British Isles were the lead- 
ing export market for California 
citrus. At one time Sunkist spent 
more than $100,000 annually on 
newspaper advertising and had ¢ 
force of 15 dealer service men 
working with retail stores 
throughout England, Scotland and 
Treland. 

Granting of import licenses by 
the British for lemons follows by 
several weeks similar action for 
grapefruit. Grapefruit shipments 
fare now en route to the British 
Isles.

The deer season for the bow and 
arrow fraternity will open on the 
coastside this Saturday, July 24, 
for a period of ten days. Black 
bear will be legal game for the 
bowmen during the archery deer 
season. 

Bowmen should of course equip 
themselves with a valid hunting 
license and deer tags. No so-called 
“specials” are required for the 
archers anymore and the bowmen 
may participate in the regular gun 
season for. deer and may use guns 
or continue with their bow and 
arrow. 


Instead of being a break for the 
bowmen, this special pregun deer 
season is actually a privilege for 
the sportsmen who ordinarily 
hunts with a gun. Now the gun- 
man can add a new piece of equip- 
ment to his outfit, a good hunt- 
ing bow and supply of arrows, and 
add another ten days to his deer 
season. 


The archery deer and black bear 
season will open in the inland or 
Sierra district September 11. 

Archers will be permitted to 
hunt deer and bear in certain por- 
tions of Los Angeles county from 
July 24 until December 31, with

The bag and possession limit

buck, forked horn or better except 
that in District 1-3/4 (Modoc, 
Lassen and parts of Siskiyou and 
Shasta counties), a legal deer 
must have three points or more on 
at least one antler. 

Crossbows are unlawful. 

Arrowhead blades shall not be 
less than % inches wide. 

Every sportsman, archer or oth- 
erwise should secure a copy of the 
Digest for 1954 Hunting Regula- 
tions that should be available 
wherever: hunting licenses. are 
sold. 


Juniors under 16 years of | 


must present either an old hunt- 
ing license of a certificate of com- 
petency before a new hunting li- 
cense will be issued to them. Per- 
sons under 12 years of age are not 
eligible for deer tags. 

The question has been asked 
several times if archers may carry 
sidearms while hunting deer and 
bear. We know of no law that 
prohibits this practice, we certain- 
ly wouldn’t recommend it for two 
reasons: guns may positively not 
be used during the special archery 
season and pistols may not be used 
to take big game under any cir- 
cumstances.

couraging; surplus stocks of dried 
skim milk are moving rapidly. 

Dried skim milk contains a very 
high quality protein. The: milk 
sugar it contains is an excellent 
carbohydrate. Skim milk contains 
no fiber. It is an excellent source 
of valuable B-complex vitamins: 
riboflavin, B12, and pantothenic 
acid, and a fair source of thiamin 
and niacin. These factors make it 
especially suitable for poultry 
and swine feeds. Though the B- 
complex vitamins are not so im- 
portant for calf feeding, the other 
factors make skim milk an excel- 
lent protein supplement for calf 
Starters and meals. 

When dried skim milk jis avail- 
able at a favorable price, most ex- 
periment stations recommend from 
15 to 20 per cent in calf starters. 
It should not be forgotten that 
milk. is produced by the cow for 


calf. While skim milk is not the 
natural product, because most of 
the fat is removed, dried skim 
milk is the closest thing to milk 
that can be mixed in dry feeds. _ 


If sufficient supplies of dried 
skim milk are available beyond 
what can be used in poultry, swine 
and calf feeds, some may be used 
in dairy cow rations. Breed asso- 
ciations and Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Associations allow the use of 
dried skim milk, dried whey, and 
other milk by-products low in fat. 
for cows on official ‘testing pro- 
grams. 


While there have been no ex- 
periments in feeding milking cows 
dried skim milk, it should be a 
satisfactory protein supplement for 
use in the concentrate mixtures. 
There has not been enough used to 
know how well cows like. it, but 
its use up to 7 or 8 percent should 
not affect the palatability of the 
concentrate mixture. Since bulk 
is a factor in the cow ration, and 
since dried skim milk is finely 
ground, the amount of the powder 
that can be used may be limited 
by the amount the feed will hold 
without separating. 

While we can expect more use 
of powdered skim milk in feed 
mixtures, few dairymen, if any, 
will be able to qualify for direct 
purchases. Dried .skim milk re- 
the government’s 
current surplus disposal program 
cannot be purchased in less than 
20-ton lots. Restrictions also re- 
quire it be used in addition to the 
buyer’s normal purchases of dairy 
products, fermentation by-product 
feeds, dish solubles, and riboflavin 
supplements. It cannot be export- 
ed except in mixed feeds.

This flood did cause in excess 
of $200,000 worth of damage to 


crops and flooded some 20,000 
acres in the Lower Tule River Ir- 
yigation district.

Project Flood, upon which the 
construction of the dam was based, 
would not damage the city of Por- 
terville if the river channel were

The project would not 
be economically feasible should it 
be constructed for full protection 
under an extreme flood which 
would not occur once in 500 to 
1,000 years.

This situation is not unusual to 
the Tule river alone. Many streams 
have filings which have not been 
granted. These filings are only in 
the application stage, and have 
not been processed or hearing 
held, and no permits granted. The 
only supply of water not appro- 
priated from the Tule river are 
flood waters which occur when the 
above applicants could not put the 
same to beneficial use. When the 
water could be used, it is not avail- 
able from the river over and above 
existing rights. 

“WHEREAS, no area could re- 
ceive increased amounts of water 
through any canal system without 
depriving the present users of 
water rights which are long estab- 
lished and that this redistribution 
of water would necessitate, the ap- 
propriation of individual’s prop- 
erty and would result in costly 
and protracted litigation and re- 
sultant hardship.”
